Isle, this is so horrible as to make us 
hesitate before believing it.

sonvillo was the offspring of passion 
and fury, but this was or 1m enough to 
bo simply malevolent, and 
horrible 


enough to bo fiendish, 


Ono of those who foil in that treach- 


erous massacre of August 31, 1874, 
was Mr. Monroe Willis, husband of 
bar whoso weary heart at last stands 
still; nnd how much of the disaster of 
yesterday is traceable to the catastrophe 
of 137-1 it is impossible for any human 
being to tcl!.

Still tho remnants of tho broken, 


persecuted household remained in tho 
South, 
There was their property, and 


thoro were the graves of their beloved 
dead. 
And so', in spite of the malice 


which had given them such startling 
proofs of its fierceness and unsernpu- 
lousncss, they still trusted to their own 
conscious roctitudo and their peaceful 
spirit to protect them. 


But, ali.3 I there is a diabolism in 


parts of the South which no goodness 
can propitiate, and a malevolonoo which 
no gentleness can subduo. The fact is 
beyond question. 


In May last Mrs. Willis was broken 


in health by her great suffering, and 
Mr. Twilcholl and Mr. King, who were 
absent in New Orleans, wore sont for. 
They started immediately, and, as they 
ware orossidg lied river in a. small boat, 
and approaching to within four or nvo 
yards of the shore a horseman appeared 
on tho bank, and, unbuttoning his 
largo coat, took front under it a Ilenry 
repeating ride, from which he discharg- 
ed fiuccu shots at fio men in the boat.

result of them, still came to her broth* 
er's side, and waited and' watched. The 
surge jn'fclflo watched, and night after 
night sat'with a rifle on his knee, ready 
to defend his patient from the midnight 
assault of some chivalrous Southron. 


At length the brother and sister 


were able to Start for the North, bejng 
furnished a part of the way with a mil- 
itary escort. .As soon as they reached 
a region of safety, the fearful nervous 
tension by which Mrs. Willis had kept 
up gave way, and she rapidly approach- 
ed her end.

almost gave away their lands and hur- 
ried back east. This year upon those 
very farms, tho finest wheat crops ever 
seen, have beec harvested, and their oc- 
cupants are coining wealth, and we have 
no doubt that a similar experience will 
come to the people of this county. Not- 
withstanding tho discouraging outlook 
of to-day, we are far from believing that 
our crops aro to bo a failure oven this 
year. Large fields of corn will ripen, 
and other crops gathered in sufficient 
quantities to save our farmers from 
heavy loss. Let everybody keep up 
spirit and hope, and all will J3onae out 
right in the ond. 


Cremation.—Somo housewives are 


piuzlcd to know what to do with the 
rubbish which accumulates in connec- 
tion with cooking—such as potato pear- 
ings, gicen corn, husks and cobs, and 
various other things that must bo dis- 
posed ot in some way. The common 
custom is where there is no cow or pig 
about the premises to throw all such 
stuff into the back yard or alley, where 
it decays and often becomes a source of 
sicknesss. Now the right way to deal 
with all such accumulations is to put 
them in tho stove as fast as they are 
produced, and reduce them to ashes.— 
This disposes of them at once, and in a 
manner that effectually puts them out of 
tho way. All scraps of meats should be 
disposod.of In the same way. By adopt- 
ing this plan tho premises aro kept clear 
of what would otherwisoj become a 
nuisance and an eye-sore to people 
who desiio to keep their places neat 
and clean,
